He was a 
large, portly, fine looking man on the 
bench, and a good lawyer. As the last 
of the judges appointed before the war 
his death will be memorable, and his 
long and useful career will have a place 
in the history of the country.

The state of Georgia las never before 
refused to grant any charter that did 
not ask for state aid or extraprdinary 
privileges. It was considered incredible 
that an attempt would be made to beat 
this charter that makes way for the 
spending of eight million dollars in 
Georgia, and asks for nothing but the 
right to lay its tracks and run its trains. 

The plea that it is opposed because it 
will hurt the State road, is absurd as it 
is gratuitous. There have been already 
granted four separate charters—the Meni- 
phis and Charleston, the Cartersville anid 
Van Wert, the Great Southern, and the 
Atlanta and Alabama—all of which per- 
mit competition with the State road, to 
two of which state aid was granted, ani 
under the other two of which Colonel 
Cole cold build his extension if he 
wished. — 

It will not even do to say that these 
charters were passed by former legisla- 
tures, for one of them, the Atlanta 
and Alabama, was passed by the present 

‘legislature, and supported by men who 
aré now likely to oppose Colonel Cole. 
This charter grants the right 
to rum’ branches anywhere provided 
they “do not cross the track of the West- 
“ern and Atlantic road.”’ This very pro- 
viso shows that the State road was 
thought of, and that the only thing 
thought necessary was to prevent the 
crossing of its tracks. | 

There is no single reason why this 
charter should not be granted and a 
thousand why it should be.

Utilizing Cotitoa Seed.

On the 24th of May last the association of the 
cotton seed crushers held a general convention 
at Cincinnati, «t which fifty five oil mills were 
repres_nted. There were no statistics presented 
of the capitalinvested or of the value of the pro- 
ducts turned out, but the indusiry was reported 
to be in a flourishing condition. he cotton seed 
oil extracted was shown to be entering largely 
into consumption as food in the place of lard and 
olive oi], and the meal or residium of the ground 
cotton seed to enjoy a large and increas- 
ing demand for consumption as food for live 
stock and asa fertilizer. It is also found to be 
the best adulterant known for ground mustard, 
and is extensively used for this purpose. Ino fact, 
there is now an unlimited uemand for cheap ma- 
terial with which to adulterate standard articles 
of food, and whoever can supply them will be 
sure to do an enormous business. The manufac- 


‘| turers of cotton seed oil have an industry in 


which such articles are produced to great ad- 
vantage, and in which every portion of the raw 
material is utilized and where there is absolutely 
nothing wasted. Something like a quarter ofa 
century ego this profitable branch of manufac- 
ture did not exist and the cotton seed were 
thrown away to rot. "Now this refuse is the basis 
of an important branch of commerce,

Medical Matiers. 

Epitors ConstTiTtution—Sirs: Your cor- 
respondents are members of the Georgia 
eclectic medical association and are inter- 
ested in the welfare of the eclectic medical 
profession of the south in general and of 
this state in particular. Being also mem- 
bers of the faculty of the Georgia eclectic 
medical college located in this city, we, in 
common withal: our professional brethren, 
are intested in medical education and pro- 
fessional proficiency. There isa bill now 
before the legislature of our state the intent 
of which is to abolish all the medical boards 
of the state and create one new board. | This 
bill is the joint work of the members of the 
allopathic state convention, as is reasona 
bly inferred in the interest of medi¢al re- 
form according to allopathic notions of that 
kind of business. Eclectics asks no protec- 
tion from the state nor from any 
Other party; nothisge but simple jeven- 
handed justice is our modest demand; We 
know the sense of justice and love of/equal 
rights which distinguish the people ol 
Georgia will never consent to place legal 
authority in the bands of one school of 
medicine to be used with arbitrary power 
over all the other medical schools and 
practitioners of the state. 

If any new medica! legislation ig to be 
enacted to regulate the practice of medi- 
cine through medical boards,all eclectic and 
homceopathie physicians ask of the légisia- 
ture is simply to give these schools a jrepre- 
sentation on the new board, and that these 
representatives be selected by the|mem- 
bers of their own profession. We as 
eclectic teachers are as competent 
to educate our physicians in as 
high state of medical proficiency as any 
other school, no matter what laws may be 
made to test the qualifications of physicians. 
But this kind of impartial and even handed 
justice in medical legislation is not what our 
allopathic opponents are seeking to obtain.

After passing several remarks 
Mr. Huntt struck Mr. Callaway in the face 
with agiass which happened to be on the 
counter. The lick was a severe one, and 
the glass breaking in Mr. Huntt’s hand in- 
flicted several bad cuts on Callaway’s fore- 
head as well as in Mr. Huntt’s hand 
Instantly each gentleman drew 
bis revolver and fired at his antagonist. 
Only the two shots were exchanged but 
they were enough to cause the police re- 
cords to be written again in blood. Stunned 
by Mr. Huntt’s lick and blinded by the 
flow of blood from the wounds made by the 
broken glass, Mr. Calloway’s aim was 
faulty and Mr. Huntt escaped unharmed, 
but with a truer aim Mr, Huntt’s ball sped 
its way through Mr. Calloway’s chin and 
made an ugly and disagreeable wound that 
will render that gentleman unfit for duty 
for some time to come. The ball struck a 
little below the center of the chin and en- 
tering }ge.flesh passed to the left and made 
an exihe’ out two inches from the point at 
which it penetrated the face, The bone 
was fractured by ¢@he bullet and 
the wound will doubtless be marked by a 
scar the balance of Mr. Calloway’s life, 

Soon after the shooting Mr. Callaway 
was taken to his room, 181 Kimbal!! house, 
and medical aid sentfor. Drs. Todd, Alley 
and Grey responded, and dressed the 
wound. They pronounced it a trouble. 
some injury, but say that Mr. Callaway 
will soon be himself again. Mr. 
Huntt made no effort to leave, and 
when Officers Veal and Thurman made 
their appearance he quietly accompanied 
them to the city prison, where he remained 
until a warrant bad been procured, when 
be was placed under guard and escorted to 
the Markham house, where he now is. _ 

The exact origin and history of the diffi 
culty is, to a certain extent, wrapt in mys- 
tery and is best told in the language of 
those present. 

Mr. Huntt wag visited at the city prison 
and when interrogated said: 

‘Here ismy card: A. 8. Huntt, represent- 
ing Church & Co., soda manufacturers, 152 
Front street; Tatham «& Bros., shot manu- 
facturers, 82 Beekman street; D. H. Wilson 
& Co , woodenware, 375 Washington street; 
H B Hall, lye and potas! , 96 Wall street, 
New York. [| have been on the road fora 
number of years and have known Mr. Cal- 
laway for quite awhile. I have 
always liked him and have stopped 
at hotels because be was there. The diffi- 
cuity to-day was an unfortunate one, and 
I regret itexceedingly, but I think I was 
justified in doing what I did. You see | 
came into the hotel late—sometime after 
dinner—and going up to the dining room 
found it closed. I knocked on the door 
until -it was —— and then went 
in and ordered my dinner. 
After I had finisbei eating I went down to 
thie oflice and spoke to Mr. Callaway about 
it. He told me that the dining room closed 
at o’clock, and I made some’ remark 
about a first class botel, to which Mr 
Callaway took exception and responded, I 
was only joking when | said the house was 
not _ifirst Class, but when Mr 
Callaway responded as he did 
I became angered and made it apparent by 
my reply. He then called me a fraud and 
finally said that] was aliar. I remarked

that | would see him again and walked off. 
I joined a friend of mine, Mr. Dan Koe, of 
this city, and with him sought Mr. Scoville, 
to whom I related what had passed between 
Mr. Callaway and myself, Before 
seeing Mr. Scoville, however, I had 
cooled off, and as was 
only joking when I first approached Mr. 
Callaway, I told Mr. Scoville that I was 
sorry for whatl had said; that I was only 
joking with Mr. Callaway, and meant no 
reflection upon the house. I then left, and 
soon afterward Mr. Roe and myself entered 
the hotel again. Mr. Callaway saw us, and 
coming up began to abuse me about what | 
had said. I talked quietly and tried to per- 
suade him to leave me alone, but he con- 
tinued to heap his abuse upon me until I 
could stand it no longer, and picking up the 
glass I struck him in the face with it. As 
soon asI struck him Mr. Callaway threw 
his hand behird him and drew his pistol. 
I knew that he went for his pistol when 
I saw his hand go behind him, 
and drew mine instantly, but before I 
could shoot Mr. Callaway tiredat me. My 
revolver went off before the sound of his 
died away and it was hard to distinguished 
which shot was fired first. After shooting 
I jumped behind a post and tried to cock 
my pistol again, but my thumb was so 
badly cut by the glassthat {could not 
use it. saw Mr. Callaway walk off 
and thinking he was satisfied 
I did not follow him, lam exceedingly sorry 
that the affair occurred. I have always 
liked Mr. Callaway, but 1 was justified in 
what I did. He followed me up and if I 
had not been armed he would have mur- 
dered me. 

When the first difficulty occurred between 
Mr. Huntt and Mr. Callaway, Mr. Jordan 
the cashier was present. He says that when 
Mr. Huntt first came up to the counter the 
dining room was cjosed, and that Mr. Cal- 
laway told Mr. Huntt that he would try to 
get him something. Mr. Callaway then 
sent to Mr. Arnold, the general 
manager, who caused the dining- 
room to be opened and Mr. 
Huntts dinner served. After eating, Mr. 
Huntt came down to the office, and again 
approached Mr. Callaway, to whom he 
began complaining about his dinner. He 
said that the house was not first-class, and 
repeated the expression. Mr. Callaway 
denied the statement, and told Mr. Huntt 
that the house was a first-class hotel. Mr. 
Huntt then told Callaway that he was 
nothing; that he knew him when he was 
a boyina hotel. Uethen asked Mr. Calla- 
way if he owned am interest in the house; 
if he was proprietor and if he thought he 
had treated him gentlemanly. To this Mr. 
Callaway replied by saying that he was 
nothing but a clerk;-that he worked for a 
salary, but that he knew bis business, and 
closed by telling Mr. Huntt that 
if he said he had treated 
him ungentiemanly he lied. To 
this remark, Mr. Hunit said: ‘You are 
not a gentleman,’ and Cailaway said **You 
arealiar.”’” Mr. Huntt then told Mr. Cal- 
laway that he could get an opportunity to 
settle the difficulty atany time. Mr. Cal- 
laway said that he was willing to accom- 
pany Mr. Huntt to the front of the house 
and settle the matter right there Mr. Huntt 
then said that he.would see him later about 


it; that he was going to see Mr. Scoville 
about the treatment he had received, and 
walked awesy. 

Mr. Jordan knew aothing of the shoot- 
ing. 

Mr. Lit Bloodworth, who was present 
when the shooting occurred, says 
that when he first saw Mr. 
Callaway he was standing beside 
Mr. Huntt, with whom he was talk- 
ing. Mr. Bloodworth thought they were 
triends until he beard Mr. Callaway ask 
Mr. Huntt if he thought he had treated 
him gentlemanly. Soon after this Mr. 
Huntt struck Mr. Callaway with the glass 
and instantly drew his pistol and fired. 
Mr. Callaway fired after Mr. Hurtt. As 
soon as Huntt shot he jumped behind a 
post and cocked his pistol again. 
Mr. Bioodworth stepped up to him and 
told bim if he did. not 
_ the pistol down he would kill him, 

untt then dropped the gun to his side and 
the affair was over. 

The pistol used hy Mr. Callaway was a 
smail 22 calibre. The ball from it buried 
itself in the pillar behindJf and near Mr. 
Huntt. Mr. Huntt’s pistol was a Smith & 
Wesson 32, and the ball from it passed 
through Mr. Callaway s jaw, and buried 
itself in the wall of the building. It was 
su bsequentl 
Mr. Scoville’s possession. 

In Atlanta Mr. Hantt has friends who 
Will gladly become his bondsmen. He is 
represented as a gerntiemau in every sense 
of the word. 

Mr. Callaway is probably the best known 
hotel clerk in the state, and his many 
friends will hear w th great sorrow the news 
of his injuries, By ciose attention to his 
duties, universal politeness, and a happ 
smiling face, he has won scores of frien 
who are always wr to p the band that 
knows no duplicity.

* Meehan’s Missive.’ 

In our Saturday’s issue we published a 
piece with the above heading relative to 
the arrest of P. H. Meehan, at the instance 
of a Mr. Kalckstein, popularly known as 
“Count Kalckstein.”’ Since then we learn 
of some facts in relation to this case which, 
in justice to Mr. Meehan, we publish here- 
with:

Sub- 
sequently Mrs. Kalckstein really sold 
some jiand, and the purchaser in trac- 
ing the tities thereto, learned about 
the Meehan judgment and refused to pa 
the purchase money, unless it was settled. 

Subsequently Kalckstein 
brought suit against Meehan for $5,000 
damages for writing the letter n*med to his 
wife. Recently a proposition was made to 
Mr. Meehan that if he would pay $200 and 
court cost the suit would be dismissed, 
which Mr. Meehan declined to do, and then 
it was that a warrant was taken out and 
Mr. Meehan was arrested at night at his 
room. when it might be troublesome to see 
friends to goon hisbond.
